Disaster Chairman Con- 
nie Beachy, with the assis- 
tance of several other local 
trained disaster volunteers, 
spent the past six months 
working on the 33-page plan 
The plan includes details of 
how the plan coordinates 
with Garrett County Emer- 
gency Services, and lists key 
disaster personnel and coun- 
ty agencies that would coor- 
dinate efforts in the event of 
a disaster. 

The plan also contains 
information on several loca- 
tions in the county which 
would serve as shelters for 
victims and what services 
and supplies would be avail- 
able to them. Shelter manag- 
ers have been trained to 
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oversee operations at these 
facilities. 

A damage assessment 
team has also been trained 
and would respond to the 
scene of the disaster, where 
they would assess the situa- 
tion and relay that informa- 
tion to the field service office 
in Johnstown, Pa. 


The Mass Care volunteers 
would serve food and/or 
refreshmenta to victims. The 
Health Services Team would 
provide medical and first aid 
services at the shelters and 
gather accurate information 
on imuriee, illnesses, deaths, 
and missing persons. 

Other resources listed in 
the plan are family services 
caseworkers and ham radio 
operators.

plan, and FERC should set a 
more realistic timetable,” 
stated Rothman, who was re- 
ferring to the fact that PEN- 
ELEC has not set a time to 
discuss the comprehensive 
plan or to decide whether or 
not the DCLPOA will be 
allowed an involvement in 
the proceedings. 

A show of hands by asso- 
ciation members indicated 
that a large majority would 
be interested in the option to 
buy-down. 

Finkel, however, later 
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stated that since little direct 
communication has taken 
place between the property 
owners and PENELEC, it 
might be that the cost to the 
owners to buy down would 
be too prohibitive. 
Glendale Bridge 

DCLPOA member and 
former president Ed King 
presented an update on the 
association’s position on the 
Glendale Bridge replacement 
project, and reported that a 
letter had been written and 
sent to the Garrett County 
Commissioners opposing the 
decision to construct the 
bridge on its present align- 
ment. "If the bridge is going 
to be replaced, it should be 
done correctly on a new 
alignment,” stated King. 

He also reported that the 
construction of the bridge is 
to begin right after Labor 
Day and is acheduled for 
completion by June 1992. 
‘However,” he said, “we don’t 
think the land acquisition 
has even been made yet, and 
we don't believe the project 
will be completed by June.” 

One member of the 

group, who identified himself 
as a former engineer who 
has worked on bridge pro- 
jects, stated, “It’s always 
been my philosophy that if 
you're not going to build 
something right, you should- 
n't build it at all. It’s my 
opinion that the new bridge 
can be built alongside the 
old one for the same amount 
of money, and if the commis- 
sioners can’t see that, there's 
something wrong with 
them” 

According to King, the 
bridge, built in 1924, “has 
been neglected for many, 
many years, and has not had 
much maintenance over the 
years.” 

According to the letter, 
signed by President Jan Fin- 
kel, the bridge “is not being 
replaced according to 1991 
standards. We believe that 
the alignment will remain 
marginal at best and that 
the approaches will continue 
to require reducing speeds 
well below 30 mph.” 

The letter reiterated other 
previously stated objections 
to replacing the bridge on 
the existing alignment, in- 
cluding the threat to safety 
posed by the “inadequate” 
detour routes, the hindrance 
to emergency vehicles and to 
full-time and part-time coun- 
ty residents. 

It was also pointed out 
that the stated cost of the 
project has not included the 
land acquisition costs for the 
county to obtain right-of-way 
privileges. 

A suggestion was then 
made in the letter that, if 
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the county commissioners 
were still not swayed by 
these arguments, they 
should consider delaying the 
project until September 
1992. This alternative was 
offered because, “Since it is 
already late August, it is 
logical to assume that work 
on the bridge cannot begin 
in early September (1991) as 
is the overall plan," the letter 
stated. It was then noted 
that a delay of the project 
until November or December 
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of this year would likely 
Necessitate the closing of the 
bridge for the entire 1992 
summer season. 

It was suggested that 
perhaps "a system of trp 
lights at each end of the 
bridge” could be a possible 
cost-effective interim mea- 
sure to ensure safety. 

Sky Valley Dock Slips 

A discussion of Sky Valley 
property owners’ request for 
additional dock slips was also 
discussed by the DCLPOA, 
and termed as “a painful 
situation” by Finkel, who 
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also stated that, although he 
was sympathetic with the 
Sky Valley property owners, 
long-term consideration for 
the welfare of the lake also 
had to be taken into ac- 
count. 

“Adding another 80 dock 
slips can't be good for the 
lake, especially in that al- 
ready crowded, narrow cove,” 
he said 

According to Finkel, lake 
regulations dictate that only 
one dock slip per 50 feet of 
shoreline be allowed, and 
since there are currently 114 
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dock slips located along the 
3,000 foot shoreline at Sky 
Valley, the development 
already has more slips than 
it is entitled to have 
However, suid Finkel, the 
owners there are asking for 
200 dock ships, and that 
request has been denied by 
both DNR and the Deep 
Creek Lake Advisory and 
Review Committee (in a 5-0 
vote). As a result, Sky Valley

September |, 199] 


Background Scripture: 
Acts 7:54 through 8:3, 
9:1-22. 
Devotional Reading: 
Acts 22:3-6. 


This isastory about God's 
call to a person and his re- 
sponse. The person called ts 
Saul of Tarsus, soon to be 
Paul the Apostle. The pur- 
pose of the writer of Luke - 
Acts is to help us understand 
how Saul the persecutor be- 
came Paul the Apostle. All of 
us probably know well this 
story: Saul, intent on perse- 
cuting the Chnstians in Dam- 
ascus, has a paranormal ex- 
perience with God on the 
road, is struck blind, is sub- 
sequently healed ofhis blind- 
Ness in Dathuscus, and takes 
up God's challenge to become 
an apostle. 


TO CARRY MY NAME 
Paul, of course, is the star 
of the story. God wants him, 
not only to cease persecuting 
the followers of Christ, but, 
even more important, to do 
something for him. As God 
tells Anantas, "...he is a cho- 
sen instrument of mine to 
carry my name before the 
Gentiles and kings and the 
sons of Israel..." (Acts 9:15). 


As I've already indicated, 
God called and Saul re- 
sponded to that call, but there 
was more to it than that. In 
order to make his call to Saul, 
God needed to use some other 
prople, too. One person whom 
God used -- who obviously 
did not know he was being 
used -- was the High Priest 
whoacceded to Saul's request 
for letters to the Damascus 
synagogues permitting Saul 
to take them into custody. 
His response to Saul helped 
to send him on the road to 
Damascus -- and ultimately 
his encounter with the Lord. 

More apparent is 
Annanias, whom God chose 
to heal Saul of his blindness. 
Here is a man who reacted to 
God's call in much the way 
we would have reacted: 
“Lord, I have heard from 
many about this man, how 
much evil he has done..." 
(22:13). I'dliketo help, Lord, 
but surely you don’t mean for 
me to ghet involved with this 
man!? 


ANOTHER JUDAS 

Another person who 
played a role in Saul's con- 
version is Judas (not Iscariot), 
Saul's host in Jerusalem. And 
finally "for several days he 
was withthe disciples at Dam- 
ascus" (19b). I'm sure they 
were very nervous about the 
newly-converted Saul, but 
their obedience to God was 
stronger than their anxiety. 

Who was chosen in this 
incident? Every one of these 
people was chosen to play a 
role. That leaves just one more 
person who is chosen by God: 
You!

And to do that he feels he 
needs a different kind of story 
“I need to get a series of sto- 
ries that are black-and-white. 
I'm afraid,” he says. “Subtlety 
later I need to explore the side 
that’s not so subtle. For my 
sake as well as for the 
audience ”

becoming a regular on Sid 
Caesar s classic comedy series 
“Your Show of Shows” (1950

during the late 50s and even 
filmed a pilot, with himself

We slouched. expecting the 
very worst kind of ersatz film- 
noir drivel to follow. but in- 
stead. “Cast a Deadly Spell” 
picks up speed as it goes along 

Lovecraft is hired by 
wealthy Amos Hackshaw (Da- 
vid Warner) to locate the Ne- 
cronomicon. a priceless book 
of magic that has been stolen 
by his former chauffeur, who 
was hot and heavy for Hack- 
shaw's 16-year-old daughter. 
Olivia (Alexandra Powers). 

Lovecraft's search takes 
him to his former police part- 
ner and current nightclub 
owner Harry Borden (Clancy 
Brown). who has also wound 
up with Lovecraft’s former 
girlfriend. singer Connie Stone 
(Julianne Moore) Borden 
plainly is involved with the 
theft and just as plainly is up 
to further mischief. This be- 
comes apparent after one of 
Borden s henchmen conjures 
up a monster made out of oat- 
meal to do away with Love- 
craft in a diner 

But the porridge predator 
fails. and Lovecraft continues 
the search. despite being at- 
tacked at every turn by gar- 
goyles and goons. Finally. he 
tracks down the tome and 
faces the challenge of saving 
the Earth from an enormous 
demon that looks like Jabba 
the Hutt in serious need of 
some time on a Stairmaster 

Sure, it's a gimmick, but so 
what? The gimmick works 
The special effects are good. 
and even the hard-boiled dia- 
logue grows on you with such 
snappy exchanges as “What's 
wrong with my tie?” “Nothing. 
if you like vertigo.”

Additionally, the law 
does not apply to divided 
highways if the school ve- 
hicle 1g on a different road- 
way. A divided highway is 
defined as one which is di- 
vided into two or more road- 
ways by a median, a barrier 
or some other dividing bar- 
ner constructed to impede 
vehicular traffic. The law 
provides a $255 fine and a 
two point penalty for viola- 
tions

For Redistricting

The Governor's Redia- 
tricting Advisory Commit- 
tee has approved a proposed 
plan for Congressional Dis- 
tricta. 

In June and July, the 
Committee conducted 14 
public hearings and heard 
testimony from nearly 300 
persons throughout the 
State on redistricting. Since 
July 30 the Advisory Com- 
mittee has conducted five 
working sessions to review 
congressional redistricting 
plans before making itarec- 
ommendation. 

“The Committee has 
faced a difficult task in 
adopting a plan that bal- 
anced the often competing 
recommendations from citi- 
zens on new district lines,” 
stated Committee Chair- 
man Benjamin L. Brown. 

The Committee has 
scheduled a public hearing 
for Tuesday, September 3, 
in Annapolis to receive com- 
ments on the proposed plan 
for congressional redistrict- 
ing. The hearing will be in 
the Joint Hearing Room of 
the Legislative Services 
Building at 90 State Circle 
starting at 5 p.m. 

The Committee has set 
up a toll free hotline, 800- 
688-7494, for citizens to call 
and sign-up to testify at the 
September 3 hearing in 
Annapolis. 

After the hearing, the 
Advisory Committee will fi- 
nalize its recommendations 
for new congressional dis- 
tricts. A special session of 
the Maryland General As- 
sembly is scheduled for Sep- 
tember 25, 1991 to adopt a 
new congressional plan.

The New Horizons Pro- 
gram, providing services for 
single parents, homemakers, 
displaced homemakers, and 
sponsors of The Caring Con- 
nection Program, which 
serves adolescent single 
parents and pregnant teens, 
in cooperation with the Con- 
tinuing Education Division 
of Garrett Community Col- 
lege, continues to sponsor a 
series of Career Planning 
classes beginning again m 
the fall of 1991. 

The classes are offered in 
five week increments, meet- 
ing twice weekly on Monday 
and Wednesday, from 9 a.m. 
to 12:15 p.m. at the Mc- 
Henry Campus of GCC. The 
next aeries of classes for fall 
1991 are as follows: Monday, 
September 9, through Wed- 
nesday, October 9; Monday, 
October 14, through Wednes- 
day, November 13; and Mon- 
day, November 18, through 
Wednesday, December 13. 

This career assessment 
course is designed for stu- 
dents toidentify their train- 
ing needs and to prepare for 
employment. Topics to be 
considered include skills 
assessment complete with 
interest testing, career infor- 
mation, resume writing, job 
applications, job search strat- 
egies, and interviewing tech- 
niques. 

Participants of the New 
Horizons Program are en- 
couraged to take this class 
before pursuing other voca- 
tional training.

Free, Reduced 
Student Meal 
Guidelines Noted 


The Maryland State De- 
partment of Education has 
announced revised incume 
eligibility guidelines for free 
and reduced price meals and 
free milk for students. These 
guidelines will be in effect 
from July 1, 1991, through 
June 30, 1992. 

Entitlement to free and 
reduced price meals or free 
milk is determined by 
household size and income. 
Achild from afamily of four, 
for example, will be entitled 
to a free lunch and break- 
fast ifthe household income 
is below $17,420. Last year 
the figure was$16,510. Stu- 
dents in four-member 
households this year will 
pay 20 cents for a reduced 
price lunch and 10 cents for 
a reduced price breakfast if 
the student’s household in- 
come is between $17,420 
and $24,790. Last year’s fig- 
ures in that category were 
$16,510 to $23,495. 

Complete income guide- 
lines for determining eligi- 
bility for free and reduced- 
price meals and free milk 
are available from local 
school systems and agen- 
cies participating inthe Na- 
tional School Lunch and 
Child Nutrition Program. 
Application forms with a 
letter to parents will be sent 
to all families with children 
in school at or near the be- 
ginning of the school year. 
Households receiving food 
stamps or AFDC must list 
the child’s name, their food 
stamp or AFDC case num- 
ber, and the signature of an 
adult household member. 
Other households must list 
the names of all household 
members, the amount of 
income received by each 
household member, the type 
of income (such as wages, 
child support, etc.), and how 
often income is received. 

The information pro- 
vided on the application is 
confidential and will be used 
only for the purpose of de- 
termining and verifying eli- 
gibility. This year several of 
the public school system will 
use a new method called 
“Direct Certification” to ap- 
prove students for free 
meals or free milk and re- 
duced price meals. Thisnew 
method is available as the 
result of a partnership be- 
tween the Department of 
Human Resources and the 
State Department of Edu- 
cation. This method allows 
students whohave been cer- 
tified for food stamps or Aid 
to Families with Dependent 
Children to receive free

an application. Itis designed 
to reduce paper work and 
improve the delivery of nu- 
trition benefits to Maryland 
low income children in pub- 
lic schools. 

In the operation of the 
child feeding program, no 
child will be discriminated 
against because of race, 
color, sex, age, handicap, 
national origin, or ability to 
pay. Complaints of discrimi- 
nation should be directed to 
the Secretary of Agnculture, 
Washington D.C. 20250. 

Because of federal re- 
quirements, counties verify 
income information con- 
tained on three percent of 
all approved applications for 
free and reduced price 
meals. Applications will not 








be verified until after they 
have been approved. House- 
holds selected at random for 
verification will be notified 
by the school and told what 
type of documentation they 


will have to submit to sup- 
port their report of income. 

A copy of the current 
policy will be on file and 
accessible to parentsin each 
school. Parents who are dis- 
satisfied with the ruling on 
benefits for their children 
may appeal the decision ac 
cording to procedures out- 
lined in the policy state- 
ment.

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Garrett Co. Farmers Eligible 
For Drought Livestock Feed Aid 


Garrett County farmers are 
eligible for coat share assis 
tance in the Livestock Feed 
Program if they have suffered, 
or expect to suffer, a 40 percent 
loaa of feed production from 
drought, according to Mike 
Kozler, county Agricultural 
Stabalization and Conservation 
Service (ASCS) director Kozier 
explained that while Garrett's 
application for eligibility was in 
the process of being approved, 
neighboring Muvera! County, W 
Va., was declared a drought 
disaster county, making Gar- 
cett County farmers eligible 
because Mineral is a contiguous 
county. Kozier says that one- 
third of the farmers in the 
county are posably eligible. 
those being farmers in the area 
running from north of Friends- 
ville across the northern end of 
the county to Finzel, in some 
cases extending south into the 
Bitunger area 

Eligible livestock owners can 
receive 50 percent of the cost of 
feed purchased, not to exceed 
total benefits available. Elig- 
ible feed which can be pur- 
chased include grains, hay and 
corn. 

Kozier stressed that the Live- 
stock Feed Program is tied to 
the 1990 Farm Bill, meaning 
that to qualify the farmer must 
have a farm plan that has been 
approved and implemented. A 


farmer who 1s interestad and 
does not have a farm plan 
should contact the Soil Conaer- 
vation Service (SCS) 
immediately, as payment can- 
not be made until] the plan is 
approved and unplemented 

To be eligible for assistance, 
a livestock owner must have 
Suffered a 40 percent loss of 
feed production because of 
drought and need to purchase 
feed ui quantities larger than 
normal for eligible livestock 
Eligible livestock are cattle, 
sheep, horses, mules, swine, 
goats, fish and poultry which 
have been owned at least six 
months; or, if owned less than 
six months, are eligible off- 
spring of eligible livestock or 
were purchased as a normal 
Operation and not to obtain 
additional benefits 

Kozier asks al] interested 
farmers to visit the ASCS office 
in the Garrett County 
Courthouse and begin by filling 
out a certification of eligibility 
form. This form simply asks the 
farmer to certify that 50 percent 
or more of his gross annual 
revenue (receipts) is received 
from farming. and that his total 
annual gross revenue from all 
sources does not exceed 82.5 
mullion. 

Kozier says the farmer will be 
asked to read and magn an 
appendix explaining the Live-

The state ASCS office will 
establish normal yield figures.

mountaintop has had 
this summer, area horse 
owners should probably 
have up-to-date vaccina- 
tions that include this 
disease.” 


Eastern Equine En- 
cephalomyelitis (EEE) has 
been reported in the Suuth- 
eastern US, according to 
information given to Mary- 
land agriculture officials by 
the Center for Disease 
Control. Florida, Georgia, 
South Carolina, Mississippi 
and Kentucky have reported 
145 confurined cases of EEE.

Stanley R. Joseph, chief of 
Mosquito Control with the 
Maryland Department of 
Agriculture, advises that 
mosquito populations are 
high along Maryland's At- 
lantic Coast and the recent 
hot, humid conditions favor 
increased mosquito activity 
throughout many tidewa- 
ter areas. Most EEE activ- 
ity in Maryland has occurred 
from late July through mid- 
October and has usually 
been preceded by horse and/ 
or human cases in the South- 
eastern United States 
‘I advise people to use 
repellents such as products 
containing DEET (diethyl 
tuluamide). Persuns whose 
work or recreation places 
them in knuwn mosquito 
habitat can get added pro- 
tection from ticks and 
Mosquitue by treating their 
clothes with permandte 
Permanone should not be 
applied directly to the skin. 
Long:sleeve shirts and full- 
length slacks can reduce the 
number of mosquito bites. 
Mosquito feeding activity for 
most species peaks shortly 
after sunset. If persons re- 
strict outdoor activity an 
hour before sunset until an 
hour after sunrise, they will 
avoid bites from many 
mvusquitoes, but salt marsh 
mosquitoes are more aggres- 
sive and will feed day or 
night,” Joseph said 
Maryland Secretary of 
Agriculture Wayne A 
Cawley Jr., recommends 
that practicing veterinari- 
ans and horse owners should 
seriously consider immuniz- 
ing all susceptible horses 
and boostering those that 
were given their annual 
vaccination before March, 
1991, especially in coastal 
areasor where high density 
mosquito populations exist. 
Horses showing “sleep- 
ing sickness” symptoms 
(high fever, staggering, 
sleepiness, apparent blind- 
ness and wandering in 
circles) should be examined 
immediately by a veterinar- 
ian. The MDA veterinary 
field and diagnostic labora- 
tory staff are available to 
assist practicing veterinar- 
ans in confirming suspected 
cases of EEE

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Silo Gas And Fires Comprise 


Dual Hazard In 


Add silo gas and silo fires 
to a list of calamities likely 
to compound hvestock farm- 
ers’ troubles in a drought 
year like 1991 

Such occurrences are 
likely throughout a multi- 
state dairy farming region 
which stretches westward 
from Maryland and Penn- 
sylvania, roughly parallel- 
ing Interstate highways 70 
and 80, all the way into lowa 

Public health spokesper 

sons, along with farm safety 
specialists for the Coopera- 
tive Extension Service at 
land-grant universities in 
these states, agree that extra 
precautions should be taken 
to avoid human tragedies. 
Most are members of the 
National Institute for Farm 
Safety, headquartered at the 
University of Missouri-Co- 
lumbia. Here are some of 
their comments: 

Stephanie Leonard, 
Institute of Agricultural 
Medicine and Occupa- 
tiona] Health, University 
of Iowa: “Several kinds of 
nitrous fumes, or silo gas, 
can be formed in silos dur- 
ing early stages of the ensil- 
ing process. All have a dis- 
agreeable odor. Theircolors 
range from red through 
orange to dark brown. Since 
they are heavier than air, 
they drop like a lead bal- 
loon, roll along the floor like 
water and settle in low spots. 
Adjacent feed rooms and 
stable areas in barns can 
become death traps. 

“Silo gases are classed 
only as primary irmtants (in 
fact, one of them is a close 
relative of laughing gas), but 
their action is most insidi- 
ous. A person may breathe 
nitrous fumes without seri- 
ous discomfort and die afew 
hours later.” 

Kaylee Taylor, Ameri- 
can Lung Association of 
Iowa: “Oxides of nitrogen 
form a poisonous gas that 
can kill within minutes. 


Drought Years 


They form in upright, non- 
airtight silos. They do not 
form in airtight (oxygen- 
limiting) silos. The poison- 
ous gas starts forming within 
a few hours and continues 
forming for at least two 
weeks after fresh plant 
materials is ensiled. The first 
three days after ensiling are 
the most dangerous. 

“The amount of nitrates 
in plants largely determines 
how much gas will be pro- 
duced and, therefore, how 
dangerous the silo air will 
be. Weeds tend to have the 
highest concentrations of 
nitrates; they are followed 
by corn, sudangrass and 
sorghum. Grasses and leg- 
umes have very low levels. 

“See your doctor imme- 
diately if you suspect an 
exposure to silo gas, even if 
you have nosymptoms. You 
may feel fine; but your lungs 
could be filling up with fluid. 
You can have a relapse of 
silo filler’s disease from two 
to six weeks after a first 
episode, even if you have 
had no further exposure. Let 
you doctor know the circum- 
stances.” 

Thomas L. Bean, Ohio 
State: “Silos gas is nothing 
to fool with, It’s fast-acting 
and deadly. Silo gas is a 
concern anytime; but 
drought makes the poten- 
tial for trouble greater than 
normal. 

“Farmers should be 
Particularly careful about 
silo gas within the first three 
weeks after filling a silo. 

Breathing problems and 
coughing are signals that 
nitrogen dioxide is present. 
Livestock react similarly and 
should be watched for signs 
of problems. Dead flies, 
rodents, cats or birds in the 
silo or surrounding area also 
are danger signs.” 

Dennis J. Murphy, 
Penn State: “If there is a 
10-hour delay or more in 
filling an upright silo, run

Corn Silage Maturing Early 

A lot of the corn silage is maturing much faster than 
normal. Silage is at its best quality around 65 percent 
moisture. One of the most accurate methods of checking 
the moisture content at the farm is using the microwave 
for drying down. Cut a few representative corn plants 
and chop up the whole plant, including the ear and weigh 
out an established amount. I normally use 20 ounces. 
Make sure your scales are accurate. Place the material in 
the microwave and heat until you can no longer remove 
any moisture (normally 6-10 minutes). When weighing 
the dry material, be as accurate as possible rather than 
going to the nearest whole number. 

Formula: Dry weight - wet weight = % dry matter 

Example: 7.5 oz. dry - 20 oz. wet = 37.5% dry matter 


or 62.5% moisture. 


Pricing Corn Silage 

I receive a lot of requests for determining the value of 
corn silage. Probably, the most used and accurate method 
is six times the price of a bushel of 15.5 percent moisture, 
shelled corn equals the value per ton of harvested com 
silage. If the buyer harvests the silage, you would need to 
deduct harvesting costs. In Maryland, the average cost to 
field crop, haul and fill the silo is $2.40 per ton.

“If signs of silo gas are 
evident around the base of a 
silo, clear the area of people 
and livestock. Then start 
the forage blower to force 
toxic fumes out of the silo. 
Keep all chute doors closed 
and the roof panel open; force 
silo gas out through the top. 
Make sure that ventilation 
fans for livestock do not draw 
air from a feed room near 
the silo.” 

Glen H. Hetzel, Vir- 
ginia Tech: “Taking pre- 
cautions can help to avert 
problems from silo gas. Rapid 
nitrate uptake occurs in’ 
plants following a rain. So 
harvest drought-damaged 
crops before rains, or wait 
at least five days after a 
rain. Plants damaged by hail 
or frost should be harvested 
immediately, before they 
take up nitrates. 

David E. Baker, farm 
safety specialist at the Uni- 
versity of Missouri, has some 
advice on fire dangers in a 
drought year. Baker also is 
executive secretary of the 
National Institute for Farm 
Safety. 

He notes that silo fires, 
unhke hay bales fires, re- 
sult when the moisture 
content is low. Air leaking 
into the silohelpstofuel the 
fire. If the forage is too dry, 
heat cannot be dissipated 
fast enough, and the inter- 
nal temperature rises until 
spontaneous combustion 
occurs. This process is called 
pyrolysis. 

As pyrolysis continues, 
oxygen within the silage 
feeds the smoldering fire. If 
the surrounding silage 
cannot support combustion, 
the fire may die -- leaving a 
charred cavity. More fre- 
quently, the fire will spread 
slowly until it reaches the 

surface by burning through 
combustible materials. 

Fermentation works best 
and fires will be prevented 
with silage at a moisture 
level of 65 percent for con- 
ventional upright silos. 
Oxygen-limiting silos, how- 
ever, work best at 60 per- 
cent; bunkers at 68 to 70 
percent. 

Gary L. Smith, farm 
safety specialist for the 

Cooperative Extension Serv- 
ice University of Maryland 
System, has co-operated 
during recent years with 
Charles H. Wood, regional 
coordinator at LaVale for 
the Maryland Fire and 
Rescue Institute, in train- 
ing firefighters how to 
handle silo fires.
